THE GOVERNMENT OF UNION TERRITORIES (REMOVAL OF 
DIFFICULTIES) ORDER NO. 2 

S.O. 1801. —In exercise of the powers eonf r red bv section 56 of the Govern¬ 
ment of Union Territories Act, 1963 (20 of 1983 ), the President hereby makes 
the following Order namely: — 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Government of Union Territories (Removal 
of Difficulties) Order No. 2. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Notwithstanding that the parliamentary and ’assembly constituencies in the 
Union territory of Goa, Daman and Diu have not been finally delimited by the 
Delimitation Commission, any reference to a parliamentary or assembly consti¬ 
tuency in the Representation of the People Act, 1950 or in the rules and orders 
made thereunder shall, in relation to that Union territory, be construed as a 
reference to a parliamentary or assembly constituency, as the case may be, as 
proposed in the Delimitation Commission’s notification No, 282/GD/63, dated the 
7th June, 1963 and the electoral roll of every such constituency shall be prepared 
accordingly as if it were a constituency as finally delimited. 

3 Upon the final delimitation of parliamentary and assembly constituencies 
in the said Union territory, the provisions of rule 24 of the Registration of Elec¬ 
tors Rules, I960 shall be applicable as if the electoral rolls prepared under para¬ 
graph 2 were the electoral rolls of existing constituencies.
